fou r twin-engined fighters. 
Dense clou ds obscu red the resu lts 
of the RAP’s overnight smash at 
Tu rin, home of the Fiat works and 
other war indu stries.

State Liquor Director J acob B. 
Taylor, who ordered liquor ration­ 
ing for Ohio “ on or about” J an. 1, 
said today 
allotments to permit 
holders probably would be com­ 
puted on their purchases for the 
first six months of 19 42, although 
no exact formula had been worked 
out.
